That reminds that the spruce is 
fast disappearing from West Vir¬ 
ginia. W« are informed that 
practically all of the spruce has 
been cut and removed on what is 
known as the Dewing tract on 
Cheat Mountain, from the Poca- 
hfffitaa side, and more than 10,003 
rferes on the Randolph county side, 
and there are now oue thousand 
men working in the woods in that 
region. 

We are informed that the West 
Virginia Pulp & Paper Company 
will soon start the building of a 
railroad from Cheat Mountain to 
its lands on the waters of Elk 
river. Just which way the road 
will be built, we are not informed, 
but as it has ‘between 30,000 and-J 
40.000 acres of land on the waters 
of Elk river, it naturally follows 
that it will build as good, ir not 
better, railroad to the Elk hold¬ 
ings as it has to its Cheat moun¬ 
tain holdings. Some of the cut 
over hinds on Cheat Mountain 
have been burned over by fire, 
which killed all the young spruce, 
and they are now engaged in trans¬ 
planting young spruce to the burnt 
ground, and by so doing exjiect to 
retimber that country.—Elkins 
Inter-Mountain.
